Uber is planning to protest for 
action at the Albert;] legislature 
this Saturday us it intensifies 
its newest threat to leave, this 
time if new insurance rules and 
licensing changes aren’t in place 
by Tuesday, 

The city's new rides hare by¬ 
law lakes force Tuesday and it 
requires Uber vehicles to have 
provincial!;,' approved insurance 
and for its drivers to have Licences 
acceptable for commercial use. 

The company's general man¬ 
ager, EiamitKar, said Intact Insur¬ 
ance has submitted a proposed 
policy to the provincial govern¬ 
ment that would cover drivers 


who engaged in ridesharing. 

He said there’s no reason 
the province shouldn’t have 
approved that policy by now. 

“It fulfills all of the technical 
requirements and final approv¬ 
al is just sitting at the political 
level.” he said. 

The company plans a rally 
at 1:15 p.m. at the legislature 
Saturday and is inviting users 
to participate. 

Kar said the company will em¬ 
phasize its position— that the 
province needs to act or hun¬ 
dreds of Uber drivers will lose 
pait of their livelihood. 

Aileen MadielL press secretary 
to Transportation M inister Brian 
Mason, would only say the prov¬ 
ince is reviewing the issue and 
provided no timeline. 

“We are committed to finding 
an appropriate solution allowing 
rideshare companies to operate 
in a fa ir manner, while also pro¬ 
tecting drivers, passengers, and 
other road users,” she said.

An Edmonton man is being 
hailed as a hem after stepping 
in to help a polite officer be¬ 
ing attacked. 

“I didn't even think — 1 just 
reacted. 3 knew if 1 didn’t do 
anything at that moment, it 
would have gotten a Lot worseT 
said Eugene DeRose. who last 
Wednesday helped a police 
officer survive an assault on 
the streets. 

Const. Sasa Novakovic said 
he’s nominating DeRose to 
receive the Edmonton Police 
Commission’s Citizen Award 
for the bravery he showed. 

On Eeb. 17. Novakovic said 
he asked for the names of a 
man and a woman jaywalking 
across four lanes in the I'll 
Avenue and 95A Street area 
during rush hour. 

After they refused to co- 
opera te„ Novakovic said he 
attempted to apprehend the 
man for obstruction. 

"Once T tried to arrest the 
subject, he became combative, 
charging at me with his fists. 
We fought standing, until we 
ended up oil the ground,” No- 
vakovic said, 

“Once on the pavement, the

ZRO-pound subject ended up 
on top of me, with most of his 
weight on my chest, and con¬ 
tinued assaulting me.” 

Novakovic said he was hav¬ 
ing difficulty breathing and bis 


options were limited. It was at 
that time that DeRose, who was 
driving by and saw what w r as 
happening, stopped to help. 

"Without hesitation, I 
jumped out of my car, went 


into gear and basically went 
and grabbed the suspect to 
restrain him,” DeRose said. 

"He was a hard guy to get 
a hold of and keep down ... I 
was running on pure adrenalin 
at that time.” 

If it wasn't for DeRose's help, 
Novakovic said he likely would 
have passed out in the next 20 
seconds — or worse. 

"Every day police risk their 


lives for strangers. It’s a job we 
chose. But on February 17, it 
was a stranger that risked his 
life for police,” Novakovic said. 

“My family and myself are 
truly thankful to Eugene.” 

Since the incident, Edmon¬ 
ton police have placed three 
charges against Gabriel Wil¬ 
liam Dumont, 27, including 
obstructing, resisting and as¬ 
saulting a peace officer. 


An Edmonton man is facing 
charges for a 2014 Rabbit Hill 
Road pedestrian death. 

Twenty-two year-old 5ahil 
Arora was arrested last week 
for the October 2014 hit-and-run 
death of a 46 year-old father of 
two, who was struck on a Sun¬ 
day at 9:20 p.m. while walking 
In a marked crosswalk on Hodg¬ 
son tilvd. in the city's southwest. 

Sgt. Brad Harsch investigated 
the rase over the last 16 months, 
sticking with the file even after 
he was transferred out of the 
traffic division. 

“It was thanks to tips from the 
public, who spotted a damaged 
veh ide on the freeway, that we 
were eventually able to find the 
vehicle at a local salvage yard,” 
said Harsch. 

Using re-enactment video and 
Lrimestoppers to gather leads. 
Investigators recovered the dam¬ 
aged car in July 2015. 

"This has been a long time 
coming for the family. Hopefully, 
this arrest will bring some type 
of resolve,” he said.

Emma Stevens said she’s the 
City of Calgary employee who 
was physically assaulted last Oc¬ 
tober at a session involving the 
citizens group Ready to Engage. 

Stevens' comments come into 
Light after Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi pulled the plug Wednes¬ 
day on face-toface engagement 
over the proposed southwest 
rapid transit (SW BRT) project. 

They also underline how the 
experience isn't uncommon for 
municipal employees, according 
to one Edmonton offi cial 

On Tuesday night. Calgary 
staff reported yelling, swearing, 
pushing, a physical assault and 
a death threat during an info 
session. Nenshi said. 

Stevens said other employees 
have felt exhausted after the 
info sessions. 

I'm also the one— and cer¬ 
tainly not the only one — that 
comes home Lite at night, phys¬ 
ically and emotionally exhausted 
from the verbal abuse endured in 
the name of public engagement." 
Stevens said in a Kacebook, post. 

“1 have been berated, de¬ 
meaned. physically assaulted and 
disrespected by complete stran¬ 
gers on too many occasions." 

Calgary police are investigat¬ 
ing the incident, but her experi¬ 
ence is not unique, according to 
officials in Edmonton. 

Olga Messinis, an engineering 
operations supervisor in Edmon¬ 
ton's transportation department 
said Stevens' experience is ex¬ 
treme but sadly, hits close to 
home for city' officials trying to 
provide venues for citizens to of¬ 
fer feedback on projects. 

“Do 1 think public meetings 
are worth it? It's absolutely worth 
it —when the forum is respect¬ 
ed " she said, adding she has 
faced abuse at public feedback 
sessions in Edmonton, but de¬ 
clined to go into specifics.

The Alberta government is look¬ 
ing for new transit projects to 
fund, but Edmonton has already 
got all the dollars it's getting 
for now. 

Transportation Minister Brian 
Mason announced a third call 
for proposals for the province's 
Green Trip program Thursday, 


but because the Edmonton re¬ 
gion has already seen 5S0Q mil¬ 
lion, the government is only 
looking for projects from Calgary 
and rural Alberta for the remain¬ 
ing S415 million in the fund. 

Still, Mason said this won't be 
the last funding the province has 
to offeE for public transit. 

“There was money included in 
the 2015 budget for transit initia¬ 
tives and we are about to initiate 
a consultation around rural bus 
services and funding criteria for 
new transit funding, 1 " he said. 

Edmonton Coun. Andrew 
Knack said a lengthy consultation 
on future transit dollars won’t 
be necessary, because munici¬ 
palities are all singing from the 
same sheet on what they want 
“What we municipalities are

He said the Green Trip pro¬ 
gram was helpful, but another 
program requiring municipal¬ 
ities to apply and wait to hear 
if they've been successful is not 
what they need, 

“To create another version 
of Green Trip would be the 


wrong process. 

Knack said he doesn't want 
the city r to lose momentum on 
the LRT and hopes a commit¬ 
ment from the province will be 
in place by the 2017 provincial 
budget at the latest. 

The federal Liberals have 
promised to make a significant 
investment in public transit 
in their budget, which is due 
March 22. 

Mason said it was too early 
to go into details, but the gov¬ 
ernment will be able to support 
future transit projects and he 
believes it's a good time to build 
with construction prices low. 

“We have increased our capital 
spending over the next several 
years," he said. “It's an excellent 
lime to build infrastructure"

Organ 

surgery 

record 

broken 

Edmonton surgeons broke three 
local transplant records last year 
— performing more liver and 
lung transplants in the city than 
ever before , according to Alberta 
Health Services. 

last year, siugeons preformed 
SI lung transplants, beating 
the previous record of 44 set 
in 2014. They transplanted S3 
livers, more than the BO they 
did in 2007. 

Of those, 22 were from a liv¬ 
ing donor, also a new record. 

Tim Penstone, 63. is one of 
the people breathing easier as 
a result of a lung transplant last 
March. .After being diagnosed 
with a chronic lung disease his 
lung capacity drastically shrank 
over the course of eight months. 

“I was on oxygen full time, 
it really impacted my ability to 
do things,” Penstone said, in a 
release. He’s now back running 
his company. 

“Without a lung transplant, 
1 may not be here today. J owe 
my life to my donor.” 

Despite the increase in trans¬ 
plants there is still a shortage 
of donors in the city. Accord¬ 
ing to Dr Norman Kneteman, 
a liver transplant surgeon with 
Alberta Health Services, about 
one-in-three patients waiting 
for a lung or liver dies before 
one becomes available. 

“We have the potential to 
perform more transplants each 
year but we are limited by the 
number of donor organs avail¬ 
able,” he said in a release. 

Alberta currently has one of 
the lowest organ, and tissue rates 
in the country, and only one to 
two per cent of deaths lead to 
organ donation. 

in 2014 the provincial govern¬ 
ment started an online organ 
and tissue donation registry, and 
since then more than 200,00(3 
Albertans have registered, metro

Light and open 
spaces focus of 
2020 vision for 
Milner revamp

Edmonton's refreshes] Stanley 
Milner library will by 2020 
be open and airy, with much 
more natural light. a larger 
child ten's library and Mak- 
erspace, and a two-storey tall 
interactive video screen, 

The interior floor plans for 
a vastly renovated building 
are still being finalized, but 
based on feedback from public 
sessions, the children's library 
and Makerspnce will both more 
than triple their current size. 

Library CEO l^lar Martinez 
said they were delighted to 
have so much public feed¬ 
back on the proposals and also 
were surprised users still want 
traditional services, which 
is why the new building will

also include lots of quiet study 
space. 

“People still really see that 
as a library’s role,” she said. 

Martinez said she’s very 
pleased the new design will 
open i]p the building with hige 


openings for grand staircases. 

“With these openings, which 
will extend all the way through 
the first floor, second floor 
levels, there will be a sense of 
things happening above me or 
below me," she said. 


Martinez said increasing the 
children's space was about rec¬ 
ognizing the changing face of 
the core. 

"We know it is undersized 
for the usage right now and 
when you look at the demo¬ 


graphics there will be more 
children living in the down¬ 
town* she said. 

The library is also carving 
out space for a private daycare 
in the building, 

The video screen is based 
on a similar product, which 
Martinez said she saw r in an 
Australian library. 

She said people can interact 
with the screen like an iPad 
and there are already several 
programs available for it. 

“It's very interactive and ac¬ 
cessible. It's not really academ¬ 
ic.* she said. “I think this is an 
unexpected piece that would 
delight and surprise people " 
The library had initially 
planned to stay open through 
out the construction, but Mar¬ 
tinez said they're exploring op¬ 
tions now that might include 
a temporary relocation to a 
space close-by. 

She said no decision has 
made, but moving out will 
save ti me and money. 

“We have to look at the 
costs, because it is going to 
cost us more to stay," she said. 
“We know if the construction 
crew has full access it will go 
quicker.”

Future high school space a challenge

With enrolment in elementary 
schools spiking in newer parts 
of the city, -Edmonton Ihiblit 
Schools is preparing to build 
high schools where they will 
be needed * not now. but in 
the future. 

"In the younger grades, en¬ 
rolment pressures are largely 
in new and developing com¬ 


munities, in the outer ring 
of the city. We’re seeing an 
awful lot of increase there,” 
said Chris Wright, managing 
director of infrastructure at 
Edmonton Public Schools. 

The number of students en¬ 
rolled in the Kindergarten to 
Grade 2 group increased from 
20,444 to 22,057 from 2013 
to 2015. 

“It would make sense that 
if that's where the 10- to 
12-year-old population will 


see pressures eight to 10 years 
down the road, that we make 
sure that we're lined up for 
that,” Wright said. 

As a first step, Edmonton 
Public Schools ls holding sev¬ 
eral information meetings — 
the first of which took place on 
February IS — for parents and 
community members around 
the city. 

“Well be looking at how full 
schools are, and the attendance 
areas. We want to be building 


schools where kids will be — 
as close to home as possible,” 
Wright said. 

Wright said the meetings 
— three more of which will 
be held in the city until Mar. 
17 — are just a first step in 
engaging parents in the con¬ 
versation. 

Nest year, a second phase of 
meetings will be held to discuss 
more specific actions that can 
be taken to address a shortage 
of future high school space.

At an event Thursday, Pharr 
said he hopes to help shape a 
diverse economy and tackle 
social issues with strong think¬ 
ing — "whether it is innovation 
that leads to new employment 
sector's or new understanding 
Lind respect for others, indigen¬ 
ous Albertans and the queer 
community that I am a part of." 

Pbair was appointed to the 
position following an open 
recruitment competition 
after businessman Doug Goss 


stepped down last summer. 

Goss stepped down in the 
wake of intense scrutiny after 
he cohosted a news conference 
days before the last provincial 
election urging Edmontonians 
not to vote NDP. 

Phair’s appointment has 
been well received by many 
in the university community. 

Heather Bruce, president of 
the Association of Academic 
Staff, said Thair is an “inspired" 
choice. 

“I think he'll bring a fresh 
perspective, and a voice with 
experience. And an understand¬ 
ing of the academic environ¬ 
ment* 

The chair is an unpaid pos¬ 
ition, with a term of up to three 
years. Chairs may be eligible 
for a re-appointment to a max¬ 
imum of 10 years. 

Phair represented central 
Edmonton on council for over 
15 years, and has been ail in¬ 
structor at Grant MacBwan and 
Mount Royal universities. He is 
currently an adjunct professor 
with the University of Alberta's 
Facultv of Education.

Speed up review of

Calgary police Chief Roger Chaf¬ 
fin said a review of the Polite Act 
needs to be expedited. 

On Tuesday, at the Calgary 
Police Commission (CPC) meet¬ 
ing, Johnathan Liu gave ait up¬ 
date to members stating that 
the Polite Act would imdeigo a 
review by 2018. 

Since then, CPC has clarified 
that there's no set timeline for 
a review of the Police Act and 
they've been told major stake¬ 
holder consultations would need 
to take place for that to happen. 

Chaffin said, however, that he 
thinks a review by 2018 is tin- 
likely- "We're in 2016 ... what's 
the likelihood! that they're going 
to get into amendments in year 
three of their government when 
they're just getting into election 
mode.* he said." If they get into

He said he’d like to see more 
specific direction to start work 
reviewing the Police Act now.

Witch markets cast 
a spell on shoppers

Sellers of spell-casting products 
have hit retail magic in Edmon¬ 
ton, with the city's first market 
catering to witches expanding 
and a second market opening 
its doors. 

“(Vendors} provide things the 
pagan community would use,” 
said Monique Castonguay, or¬ 
ganizer of the Original Edmon¬ 
ton Witches Market, held every 
two months. 

“So, fresh herbs, handmade 
candles for rituals, essential 
oils, stuff that we would use 
on our altars, like jewellery. We 
have leather workers who make 
masks — all that kind of stuff" 

Castonguay's market outgrew 
Its old space over the summer 
and moved to the King bdward 
Hall in Bonnie Doon, a move 
that saw them almost double 
their number of vendors, to 35. 

This month, the new Witch¬ 
ery Market moved into the Ori¬ 
ginal Market's vacated location 
at Acacia Hall to open ei new 
bimonthly market with more 
than 20 sellers hawking home 
made wares. 

Despite some initial tension

brewing over Edmonton's ability 
to support two markets, both 
locations seem to be booming. 

A slow day for the Original 
Market sees about 300 custom¬ 
ers walk through, though its 
most recent was closer to 9(30, 
Castonguay said, 

Katie Karpetz, co-founder of 
the Witchery Market, said they 
had way more shoppers than 
expected — but points out that 


Edmonton is a very market- 
friendly city. 

“There are so many normal 
markets here, like Make It and 
Royal Bison. You may not neces¬ 
sarily say you're pagan, but most 
people are spiritual,” she said. 

Castonguay, who calls herself 
a wiccan or a witch (though not 
all wiccans are witches, she 
cautions), defines paganism as 
"the old, nature-based faiths ” 


She laughs at the popular 
misconception that they wor¬ 
ship the devil, but says there’s 
a huge range in the community: 

She emphasizes that the mar¬ 
ket ts open to anyone who wants 
to shop — or just to ieam about 
ihe community. 

“It's not that it’s coming out 
of hiding, but the community 
is just becoming more visible," 
she said..

Uber insists Alberta's require¬ 
ment that its drivers held class- 
four commercial licences is 
unworkable, bill a city driving 
instructor said the licence class 
makes drivers better. 

Kay Galliner, an instructor 
with Glenn's Driving School, 
said there is a big difference 
between a class four licence and 
class ftve t or standard, driver li¬ 
cence. for starters, he said class 
four drivers, have to pass a robust 


medical exam before they get 
behind the wheel. 

"It's very thorough, so for ex¬ 
ample, anything where there is 
heart problems or seizures in the 
past they are going to be tested 
on that much more diligently." 

Galliner said when it comes 
to an actual road test the exam 
is also longer and drivers are al¬ 
lowed a lot less room for error. 

“They have to study that 
book. They have to know the 
rules and they need to know 
them welL“ he said. “A class 
five driver that is becoming an 
Cber driver and driving around, 
they don’t know the rules of 
the mad." But Liber's general 
manager for .Alberta Kamit Kar 
said his company views the class 
four as an unnecessary' regula- 
toiy burden, 'it does nothing 
to improve public safety and 
just, creates red tape," he said.

PCs’ nomination for byelection 
candidate happening after all 


Alberta's Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party has done an about-face 
and will hold a nomination meet¬ 
ing for an upcoming byelection 
in the constituency of Calgary 
Greenway. 

Party leader Kic Mdver an¬ 
nounced that the party's board 
of directors has overturned a 
decision by the constituency 
board to appoint Prabhdeep Gill 
to be the party's candidate in the 
March22 vote. “I've heard fiom 
countless Albertans who me un¬ 
happy with the decision" said 
Mdver in a facebook message 
posted late Wednesday night. 

“There is an overwhelming 
desire to see the party mem¬ 


bers in Calgary Greenway select 
their candidate through a fair 
and open nomination process." 

He said it is the right thing 
to do for the candidates and for 
voters. “One of the big lessons 
from our May 5, 2015, general 
election loss is that the public 
must be respected and listened 
to, and that we must admit when 
we've made a mistake." 

Mdver said that to be fair the 
IoceiI board w;ls under significant 
time pressure w r hen it decided 
to appoint Gill. Premier Rachel 
Motley announced the byelection 
on Tuesday, three days after her

App reveals grades

The Edmonton company be¬ 
hind an award-winning app 
that lets parents compare 
grades from Alberta schools 
has released a new and im¬ 
proved version. 

The Make the Grade app, ere 
ated by Dark Horse Analytics 
in 2014* has been updated to 
5 how 2014 grade data„ and it 
now allows users to see the 
number of exams written per 
subject per school. 

Parents can also view dip¬ 
loma exam grades and high 
school exam grades separately, 
said Dark Horse's chief techno¬ 
logical officer Eugene Chen. 

"The previous version only 
showed combined grades that 
post secondary institutions use 
to assess applications. 


“Now we’ve broken it 
down,” said Chen. 

The free app won “Best Over¬ 
all App" in the province's Apps 
for Alberta contest last year. 

“Several of us are parents, 
and it's data that was inter¬ 
esting to us. We felt it was a 
good way to compare schools’ 
academic performances in an 
accessible way that people can 
easily use, H Chen said. 

According to the app, Old 
Scona Academic High School. 
Harry Ainley High School and 
Tempo School have the high¬ 
est average academic scores in 
the Edmonton area. 

J. Percy Page School, St. Gab¬ 
riel Cyber School and Eastglen 
High School have the lowest. 

While the grade compari¬ 
sons are a useful tool for par¬ 
ents. Chen said that they don’t 
paint the whole picture. 

“One thing it doesn't answer 
is, what’s the best school for 
my child:' If you look purely 
at grades, what you might not 
catch things like the socio¬ 
economic status of students, 
which are a far better indicator 
of how students will do than 
comparing between schools," 
Chen said. 


School size also affects rank- 
ings on the app, he said. 

“Their average might be 
wildly up or below other 


schools, but that’s just be¬ 
cause there are only so many 
students writing the exams,” 
Chen said.

High court 
overturns 
acquittal of 
schoolteacher 

Foreign Affairs Minister Ste- 
phane Dion said the Canadian 
govern men i “is deeply dis¬ 
mayed and shocked" by an Indo¬ 
nesian Supreme Court decision 
to overturn the acquittal of 
Canadian schoolteacher Neil 
Bantleman. 

In its decision* the high court 
also ordered both Bantleman 
and an Indonesian teaching as¬ 
sistant to serve 11 years in pris¬ 
on instead of the 10 veal's they 
initially received for sexually 
abusing three young children 
at a prestigious international 
school in Jakarta. 

Bantleman and Ferdinant 
Tijongwere sentenced in April 
2015 but maintained their in¬ 
nocence and filed appeals to 
the High Court, which acquit¬ 
ted them last August. 

Supreme Court spokesman 
Suhadi said a three-member 
judge panel hELnded down its 
verdict on Wednesday based on 


the prosecutors" appeal. 

“The judge panel conclud¬ 
ed that the defendants were 
proven to have violated the 
2007 Child Protection Law," 
said iuhadi, who uses a single 
name. “It did not only reinstate 
the District Court's verdict but 
also lengthened the sentence 
to 11 years" 

The pair were also ordered 
to pay a S 7*440 fine each or to 
serve six more months in jail. 

Under Indonesian law, both 
Bantleman and Tijong still 
could challenge the sentence 
by filing for judicial review by 
the Supreme Court if they have 
new evidence. 

'This decision is unjust, given 
the many grave irregularities 
throughout the various pro¬ 
ceedings in this tELse Etnd the 
fact that all evidence presented 
by the defence has systematic¬ 
ally been rejected," Dion said 
in a statement early T hursday. 

Chandra Saptaji, beELd of the 
general crime section at the 
South Jakarta Prosecutors’ Of¬ 
fice. said they are still looking 
for Bantleman. who is under a 
bun to leave the country. “Hope¬ 
fully, he is co-operative and 
complying with Indonesia law."

What's his next legal step? 

Bantleman’s brother, Guy, says 
the family will apply for a ju¬ 
dicial review at the Supreme 
Court. kEipang Hidayat. an Indo- 
nesiEi-based reseEircher wit h Am¬ 
nesty International, hits said a 
judicial review can be granted 
if the defence has new evidence 
to present. That evidence would 
be heard by a different panel of 
Supreme Court judges — usu¬ 
ally three — than the ones who 
heard the case previously. 

How about an appeal to the 
president? 

A convicted person can appeal 
directly to the president of Indo¬ 
nesia for clemency, Hidayat said. 
“but it's very rare, actually, for 
ordinary cases like this" for the 
president to get involved at all. 
Article 14 of the Indonesian Con¬ 
stitution gives the president the 
power to grant “clemency and 
restoration of rights" to prisoners 
after getting advice from the Su¬ 
preme Court.

The only 
thing less common for her is 
hassle-free paperwork. 

Her status as a leap-year baby 
ensures that genuine birthday 
festivities are only possible once 
every four years. That same Keb. 
29 birth dELte also creates day- 
to-day hassles that are all too 
common. 

Online application forms insist 
leap day doesn't exist. Official 
insurance tonus document the 
wrong birthday. And no matter 
what Eidmiiustmtlve process she's 


trying to tackle, she inevitably 
faces questions its to whether 
she wels, in fact, bom on leap day. 

“We got married this past 
summer ... and when J wrote 
my birthday down* the commis¬ 
sioner asked me several times: 
'You're sure that it's Feb. 29. 
righFT Pedersen said. 

Skepticism about a Feb. 29 
birthday is widespread, accord¬ 
ing to one organization that wets 
formed in part to combat it. 

The Honor Society of Leap Year 
Day Babies was created in 1997 
not only to celebrate the unusual 
date, but to raise awareness of 


the challenges associated with 
it and to advocate for those af¬ 
fected by such hassles. 

Lo-founder Peter Brouwer 
will celebrate his 15th leap day 
birthday in Vancouver this year 
— he'll be 60, for those who 
struggle with multiplication. He 
says inconveniences caused by 
corporate or technological failure 
to recognize the day lias resulted 
in serious problems for decades 
for leapers. 

Leapers have experienced 
everything from web page shut¬ 
downs to halted banking trans¬ 
actions due to the lack of famili- 


He even recalled a society mem¬ 
ber who was accused of using a 
Falsified drivers licence because 
of his date of birth. 

The society mounted a few 
tongue-irbdieek campaigns along 
with more serious efforts to have 
companies reappraise their ef¬ 
forts to accommodate leapers. 

Brouwtr said recent years have 
seen a decisive shift in leapers' 
favour. “1 think things have reEiily 
improved," he said. “1 have not 
had a problem entering Feb. 29 
anywhere since J can remember."

Liberals to 
make good 
on election 
promise 

The Liberal government has 
introduced new legislation to 
remove barriers to citizenship 
erec ted by its Conservatives pre¬ 
decessors white retaining and 
extending officials' authority 
to deal with fraud. 

The changes, expected to 
be implemented this year, will 
provide greater flexibility for 
applicants hying to meet the 
requirements for citizenship 
and help immigrants become 
full-fledged Canadian citizens 
sooner, said Immigration Min¬ 
ister John McCallum. 

The government will also 
fulfil a significant campaign 
promise by repealing the con¬ 
troversial provisions, introduced 
by the Tories List May that allow 
authorities to take away citizen¬ 
ship from dual citizens for “acts 
against national interest." 

" We are honouring all of the 
commitments on which we were 
elected." said McCallum. 

"A Canadian is a Canadian is 
a Canadian. It's not up to the 
government to revoke citizen¬ 
ship. We want to facilitate the 


process of people becoming Qin- 
adian citizens w r hile retaining 
program integrity * 

Despite the proposed chan¬ 
ges, immigration officials still 
have the power to revoke cit¬ 
izenship if it was obtained by 
false representation or fraud, 
while the federal court con¬ 
tinues to be able to remove the 
citizenship of those involved in 
organized crime, war crimes 
and crimes against humanities. 

However, what matters most 
to would-be citizens would be 
the proposed changes to citizen¬ 
ship requirements: 

■ Repealing the intent to res¬ 
ide provision that raised immi¬ 
grants' fear that their citizenship 
could be revoked if they moved 
outside of Canada. 

■ Reducing the length of time 
that someone must be physically 
present in Canada to qualify for 
citizenship from four out of six 
years to three out of five. 

■ Allowing time in Canada be¬ 
fore permanent residency to 
count toward physical residency 
requirements, which would 
benefit refugees and those pre¬ 
viously in Canada on study or 
work permits. 

■ Amending the age range for 
language and citizenship know- 
ledge exams, allowing those 
under IS or older than 54 to 
be exempted.

SEVERE WEATHER 

Midwest buffeted 
by storm systems 


Tornadoes tone through towns 
as far north as Pennsylvania, 
heavy snow r cancelled hun¬ 
dreds of flights in the Midwest 
and power outages left tens of 
thousands of residents from 
the Canolinas to New Hnglaod 
in the dark as severe weather 
raked across a broad swath of 
the country for a third day. 

The storms Wednesday 
claimed at least a half-dozen 
lives, three of them in the tiny 
town of Waver!y, Virginia, 
where a 2-year-old child and 


two men, ages 50 and 26. were 
killed during the storm, said 
Virginia State Police spokes¬ 
woman Cor in ne Geller. I heir 
bodies were found about 300 
yards from their mobile home. 

At least five structures were

Court OKs razing 
of migrant camp 


FRANCE 

State to evict 
hundreds of 
refugees f rom 
site near Calais 

A french court gave the state 
the green light Thursday to 
raze makeshift tents and 
lean-tos used by hundreds of 
migrants at a sprawling camp 
in Calais, where many dream 
of slipping into Kritain. 

Tamping down fears of 
a violent confrontation, 
France's interior minister 
promised to treat the mi¬ 


grants humanely and not 
send in bulldozers to evict 
them. 

The camp in the northern 
port city — known as ^the 
ju ngle" — has been an embar- 
rassing chapter in Europe's 
migrant crisis, and France 
announced this month that 
its densely populated south¬ 
ern half would be razed. The 
move prompted rights groups 
and migrant advocates to sue. 

The court in Lille tailed that 
the makeshift shelters used 
by the migrants can be de¬ 
stroyed — but that common 
spaces tike places of worship, 
schools aod a library must be 
left standing. 

Calais' prime location — 


with a major ferry port, Euro¬ 
tunnel rail system and truck 
traffic crossing the English 
Channel — has put it in the 
crosshairs of the migrant 
crisis. 

Officials say moving mi¬ 
grants out of the Calais site 
will be a better solution for 
all. since many have been 
languishing in poverty and 
hopelessness after nearby 
borders have been sealed by 
increasing security. 

Officials estimate the num¬ 
ber of migrants who will be 
affected at 800 to I.OOO, while 
humanitarian organizations 
say over 3,000 migrants live 
there.

The Organization of Economic 
Co-operation and Develop¬ 
ment has Jent its voice to 
growing caJIs for more gov¬ 
ernment spending in response 
to slowing global growth, a 
policy Canada's government 
is already planning to pursue 
in its first federal budget. 

Amid persistently low oil 
prices and a slowing growth 
in China, the global econ¬ 
omy urgently needs a stronger 
and more co-ordinated policy 
response to create jobs, the 
OECD said in its annual Go¬ 
ing for Growth report. 

Measures specific to Can¬ 
ada could include more sup¬ 
port for research and de¬ 
velopment, better access to 
post-secondary education, an 
end to restrictions on foreign 
investment in telecom and 
broadcast companies, and 
privatizing Canada post, the 
agency said. 

The OECD also called for 
greater government invest¬ 
ment in infrastructure pro¬ 
jects to create job s and boost 


economic growth. 

“Today's exceptionally low 
interest rates improve govern¬ 
ments' fiscal space, affording 
a unique opportunity to make 
investments in infrastructure 
that will boost demand, stoke 
growth and actually improve 
public finances, 1 * OECD iecre- 
tarv-General Angel Gurria said 
in a statement released ahead 
of the two-day gathering. 

The report was to be re¬ 
leased Friday in Shanghai at 
the sEart of a G20 meeting of 
finance ministers and central 
bank governors. 

As an oil producing and 
exporting nation, Canada has 
been particularly hit hard by 
the dramatic plunge in the 
global price of crude from 
SI 00 US a barrel in June 2014 
to S3Q US. 

The Canadian government 
under Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau has pledged to boost 
infrastructure spending in its 
first federal budget, to be pre¬ 
sented March 22, even though 
it will mean running a high¬ 
er federal deficit. Both the 
OECD and the International 
Monetary fund lowered their 
forecasts for global growth 
on persistently low prices 
for crude oil and concerns 
about weakness in China's 
economy,

Nearly half of people living 
in urban Canada say they're 
being squeezed by the cost 
of real estate, even in cities 
where prices pale in compari¬ 
son to Vancouver and Toron¬ 
to's sky-high markets, results 
of a new poll show.

Nice job, Einstein. It's been a century since the super-smart physicist predicted the existence of gravitational waves, and three 
weeks since scientists announced they've directly detected them for the first time. It took us that long to stretch and warp 
our minds enough to understand how it is that space and time can be stretched and warped. Turns out this once-in-a-lifetime 
discovery is not as complicated as it seems — but way cooler j ft's a potential new tool to observe more of "what's out there" than 
weVe ever dreamed of seeing before. 




W! NEVER DOUBTED YOU, AL 

In 1916, Albert Einstein hypothesized that s 
massive explosion of energy like, say, two 
black holes- colliding 13 billion light-years away 
- would send out shock ripples called gravita¬ 
tional waves, jiggling the fabric of space and 
time. He was right. A little over a billion years 
later, those waves jiggled the Earth. Just the fni 
est bit: by less than the width of an atom. And 
in September 2015, researchers at the Laser 
Interferometer Gravitational Wave Observatory 
(LIGO) measured that motion.

Here's how it works: One laser beam is 
split into two beams travelling away from each 
other at a 90-degree angle. Each beam travels 
straigh t ahead for four ki lormetres, an d 
then is bounced off a mirror.

About 1.3 per cent of 
women get ovarian cancer in 
their lifetimes. The greatest 
effect any study linking talc 
use to ova nan cancer showed 
around a 30 per cent increase 
in relative risk — meaning talc 


users would have something 
like a 1.69 per cent risk of get¬ 
ting ovarian cancer one day. 

Johnson Sr Johnson lost its 
lawsuit because people in the 
torpuratiun were told about 
the link and did not act on it. 

But the evidence lor the 
connection is mixed. Unlike 
smaller, older research papers 
on this issue, newer studies 
with larger samples mostly

I 
suspect that the link is a hang¬ 
over from the pre-1970s days 
when talcum contained asbes¬ 
tos. which does cause cancer.

The last Eime we saw Benicio 
Del Toro an screen he was star¬ 
ring in Sicario as a mercenary 
who collected a handsome pay¬ 
cheque while quenching his 
thirst for revenge against drug 
cartel leaders. 

He wits vicious and malicious, 
a supreme badass doing the right 
thing for the completely wrong 
reason. 

That movie's dark and gritty 
examination of the dmg-filelled 
MexicoU.S. border war stands in 
stark contrast to his new movie, 
the optimistically titled A Per¬ 
fect Day. 

“3 do believe there is hope in 
A Perfect Day" he says. "I agree 
with you that iicario is hopeless 
but in this one there is hope. 
I was finishing A I’erfect Day 
when 1 went into Sicario, Per¬ 
haps that's one of the reasons 
Sica no was interesting, because 
it was the dark side of the coin." 

Set in 1990s Balkans, Del 'lorn 
plays Mambn. 1 , a misfit aid work¬ 
er whose team (played by Tim 
Robbins and Olga Kurylenko 
among others] begin their day 
in the former Yugoslavia try¬ 
ing to remove a bloated corpse 
dumped in a well to contamin¬ 
ate the water. 

The task is complicated by 
United Nations bureaucracy and 
the lack ofa strong enough rope 
forcing the crew to navigate no: 
only landmine-ridden roads but 
their own complicated relation¬ 
ships in search of a solution. 


Director Fernando Leon de 
Aranoa caLls Del Toro the center- 
piece of the film, adding, "Work¬ 
ing with him means working 
with a creative partner* 
'There are some ideas that 
can come from anywhere that 
are golden, 1 * Del Toro says on 
improvising on set. 

T would like to say that I wish 
I could recognize good ideas 
when they are out there whether 
they come from another actor or 
they come from myself. 


“If there is a good idea I do 
believe that ifyou don't take 
advantage of it while you are 
milking the film ifll be gone 
forever. If there is a good idea E 
am game to explore" 

Del Toro, who is currently 
filming Star Wars; tpisode MU, 
says the script appealed to him 
because, it was about, "people 
trying to do good and jus t how 
complicated it can get but with 
elements of humour.,., It was 
like a riddle to solve,* he says. 


" Can the movie balance these 
two things? 

“I think it does. The darkness 
of the war and the job with the 
humour. 1 ' 

One point of reference was 
Robert Altman's black comedy 
N-PA^'H about medical person¬ 
nel stationed at a Mobile Army 
Surgical Hospital during the 
Korean War. 

The actor says he discussed 
the 1970 movie, “with the dir¬ 
ector and Tim Robbins a little 


bit but the other film we talked 
about was No Man's Land by 
Danis Ta.novie 1 It takes place 
in that pail of the world and 
deals with the comedy and the 
darkness. The comedy in a ri¬ 
diculous way." 

More importantly, he met 
with his character’s real-life 
counterparts. 

“1 had met some aid workers 
and J will tell you, they all have 
a good sense of humour. They 
tell you some dark stories but 


they do have a sense of humour.

Eddie Edwards is a textbook 
example of a real-life folk hero. 
Just don't call the infamous ski 
jumper an underdog, 

"People say it's an underdog 
stoiy," explained filmmaker Dex¬ 
ter Fletcher while discussing his 
new Olympian biopic Eddie the 
Eagle recently. “But it's only an 
underdog story if he went I'm 
going to go win gold and did it. 
Eddie just wanted to get there* 
Those who remember Eddie 
the Eagle's rock stir rise during 
the 1988 Olympics in GiJgaiy 
may recall how The bespectacled 
Brit won over spectators wit h a 
spirited, albeit below-average 
pair of last-place jumps. But of 
course, it wasn't his athleticism 
that inspired most fans. 

Tve met people who saw him 
jump and they said 'wed always 
go and watch him because you 
never knew what was going to 
happen'," said the 50-yeiLr-old 
actor-tumed-director. “He was 
about getting to be an Olym¬ 
pian and that reaction that you 
got from the crowd at Calgary 


was just about the natural ex¬ 
uberance of'wow, I've achieved 
something I've always wanted 
to do!"' 

Coincidentally, another quar¬ 
tet of kitschy competitors not 
only competed in the same 
Olympics, but also had a bio¬ 
pic produced about them. Al¬ 
though Fletcher hadn't planned 
on scouting other movies For 
motivation ahead of produc¬ 
tion, he does concede he caught 
Cool Runnings, the 1993comedy 
about an unlikely bobsled team 
from Jamaica. 

“1 get why it works and 1 see 
where the similarities are and 
that's frne but our movie had to 
find our own identity, its own 
tone." said Fletcher. "Of course, 
that’s what separates all these 
movies from the next* 

After 40 years in showbiz. 
Fletcher should know a thing 
or two about making movies. 
A longtime London thespian 
that's appeared in everything 
from The Elephant Man to HKG’s 
Band of Brothers, Fletcher may 
now enjoy extending his ex¬ 
pertise behind the camera, but 
directing only came to him ac¬ 
cidentally after shopping his 
first screenplay. 

“] took it to some producers 
who just assumed that J want¬ 
ed to direct it so 1 never told 
them any different," laughed 
Fletcher recalling his acclaimed 
2011 directorial debut Wild Bill. 
“T he film turned out well (so) 
I've been riding that wave ever 
since.*

Vancouver actor-stuntman Rob 
Hayter has found himself at the 
centre of online buzz for playing 
a Deadpool character he admits 
be r d never heard of. 

SPOILER ALERT: don 't read 
any jfurther if you don't wo n t to 
know alioEit Hayter* s role Lite in 
die movie. 

Hayter makes a brief cameo 
in the Marvel Comics superhero 
film as Bob, a mercenary who ap¬ 
pears in a major fight sequence 
with antihera Deadpool, played 
by Ryan Reynolds. The film has 
surpassed £665 million in global 
ticket sales and is on track to be¬ 
come one of the most successful 
K-raled movies of all-time. 

Fans w'ent into a frenzy on 
social media when the film was 
first released, proclaiming Rob to 
he a so-called taster egg, which 
is an inside joke or hidden mes¬ 
sage slipped on screen. 

That’s because there’s a char¬ 
acter named Bob, Agent of Hydra 
— a sidekick to Deadpool — in 
the Marvel comic books. 

Rut Bob's identify in the film is 
more ambiguous and Hydra isn't 
mentioned. Writers/producers 
Rhett Reese and Paul Wernick 
recently told Cinemablend.com 
that was 20th Century Fox's way 
of avoiding copyright infringe¬ 
ment, since it doesn't have the 
lights to portray Hydra agents 
on screen (they belong to Mar¬ 
vel Studios), 

Hayter admits he had no idea 
who Bob was and was “told noth¬ 
ing" w r hen he was asked by Dead¬ 
pool stunt co-ordinator Robert 
.Alonzo to play "a small role" 
in the movie last summer in 
Vancouver.

He and Reynolds had an impmv 
session to help the writers es¬ 
tablish dialogue between the 
two characters before shooting.

up acting scene between two 
friends and that’s how we were 
told to pkiy it" 

Jn the scene, Deadpool knocks 
Rob over before recognizing him 
and calling out his name. Bob 
then pulls his balaclava down 
and they share some banter — 
before Deadpool headbutts him 
and knocks him out 

It wasn’t until Hayter got 
home after work that he learned 
about Rob from his 13-year-old 
son, who's a big graphic novel 
fan. 

Hayter says he’s found the 
online Bob buzz to be "really 
engaging," and he'd love to play 
the character again, should he be 
asked.

the national park and UNESCO

Machu ricchu 

In a bid to preserve and pro¬ 
tect Peru's fabled and ancient, 
rnqun taint op mins, the country 
has developed a new reconcep¬ 
tualization project that imposes 


time limits as a means to con¬ 
trol crowd flow and requires 
visitors to hire an official guide 
for the trail. 

Antarctica 

To protect one of the few, final 
frontiers unspoiled by human 
activity and tourism, The Ant¬ 
arctic Treaty restricts ships with 
more than 500 passengers from 
landing sites. 

Galapagos Islands 

Described as a “living museum 
and showcase of evolution,“ the 
collection of 19 islands which 


make up the Galapagos Islands 
groaned under the pressure of 
unsustainable tourism numbers 
over the years, putting it on the 
United Nations’ list of endan¬ 
gered heritage sites. Today, a 
conservation program has suc¬ 
cessfully helped it make a solid 
recovery, To visit, tourists must 
now r be accompanied by a li¬ 
censed Galapagos National Park 
Guide and abide by strict rules 
when visiting the area. Camping 
is also allowed in only a handful 
of authorized areas, and requires 
a permit from park officials.

The CFL is making it harder 
for players who violate anti- 
doping regulations to enter 
the league. 

The CFL and the CFL Play¬ 
ers' Association say they have 
agreed to implement stricter 
rules for offending players to 
be drafted or sign contracts. 

A player violating the Can¬ 
adian Anti-Doping Program 
or testing positive for a sub¬ 
stance banned by the CFL up to 
12 months before being draft 
eligible will be forced to defer 
his draft status for one year. 

A player going through the 
draft, regardless of whether 
he’s selected or not, who sub¬ 
sequently violates the anti- 
doping rules will be ineligible 
to sign a CFL deal for one cal¬ 
endar year from the date of 
the positive test. 



Last year five players who 
attended the CFL combine 
tested positive for banned 
substances. Three were 
drafted with linebacker 
Jonat ha n la nga appealing 
in 16 games with the 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats, 


A player ineligible for the 
draft, from either the Canadian 
junior football ranks or an 
international player from an¬ 
other football league or sport, 
who violates the rules will be 
unable to sign a CFL contract 
for one year from the date of 
the violation.
